1 . 15 pigs : Animals were infected with a virus that causes diarrhea. 2. 15 pigs : The animals were infected with the 
porcine reproductive and respiratory syndrome virus. The infection produced a mild fever and nasal discharge lasting 7 
days. 3. 57 pigs : Pigs will be inoculated Intranasally with IML/nare of 10 4-5 TCID 50 virus (PRRSV) and intralracheally 
with 10 ml of M. hyopneumoniac or the excipient The objective will be conducted using minimal animal numbers to first 
determine the efficacy of CLA in reducing the catabolic effects of an infectious disease in swine.

1. Animals used in this research provide a model simulation of humans infants and children infected with intestinal 
viruses, including third-world countries where medical interventions are minimal. The purpose of the work is to develop 
agents which speed recovery from the infection. The scientific method requires some control animals that do NOT receive 
the agents so that the efficacy of the agents can be assessed. 2, We are attempting to produce a vaccine against the 
porcine reproductive and respiratory syndrome virus. To test whether the vaccine works, vaccinated animals had to be 
challenged with the virus and their symptoms evaluated relative to unvaccinated animals. Alleviating their symptoms 
would prevent us from seeing the effectiveness of our vaccine. 3. Anesthetics and analgesics wifi interfere with the 
interpretation of data. No mortalities are expected and if any animals becomes too debilitated, it will be eughanized 
promptly.

4. Explain the procedure producing pain and/or distress. 

1. One eye of New Zealand white rabbits is dosed with topical analgesic anesthesia (proparacaine) and proptosed 
(opened wide), then instilled with proparacaine again. The eye is injected into the vitreal cavity (back of the eye) with a 
30gauge needle with a total volume (less than 50 ui) of endotoxin (10ng) in saline. The contralateral eye is injected 
similarly, but only with sterile saline, so that it can serve as a control. The rabbits are monitored for up to 24hours for loss 
of appetite, sensitivity to light (photophobia), irritation (rubbing), and lethargy. The rabbits are euthanized by 
overexposure to saturated atmosphere of carbon dioxide, and the eyes removed, and tissues processed according to 
approved protocols. 2. New Zealand rabbits will be anesthestized (subq ketamine: 25-30mg/kg/xy!azine: 5mg/ml). 

Corneal wounds will then be made in the right eyes by placing 6-mm filter paper discs soaked in n-haptanci centrally on 
the corneal epithelium for one minute and then irrigated extensively with sterile saline. Haptanol is an agent that will 
remove epithelium, but not damage or irritate other parts of the cornea. The underlying epithelium will then be gently 
removed. The contralateral eye will receive a disc of saline only, and no epithelium will be removed, 1% carbapol gel 
made with saline or TGFb-2 will be topically applied to both eyes every 8 hours until termination of the study at 1.2.3. or 5 
days. Carbapol gel has been used in published studies to deliver other reagents to the cornea. Carbapol is a 
non-irritating vehicle which increases length of compound contact to the cornea. TGFb2 is the test reagent that will likely 
promote healing of the epithelium, is found in decreased concentrations In tears of eyes with non-healing corneal ulcers, 
and is a natural component of tears. To monitor the time course of wound repair the corneas will be stained with 1% 
sodium fiourescein and photographed under blue light every 24 hours following ulceration. In addition, rabbits will 
assessed for inflammation by slit-lamp biomicroscopy. At various time points tear samples will be collected and rabbits 
euthanized with pentobarbitol. All preparations for topical delivery will be assayed for endotoxin contamination. The 
routine ophthalmologic exams will require no restraint or sedation.

Use of opioid analgesics (or anti-inflammatory drugs such as corticosteriods and nonsteroidal drugs), either systemically 
or topically, might alter the course of the process we are studying. Interference of these analgesics with the results of the 
study would require the use of additional animals, as controls, to test the effects of analgesics on the concentration and 
function of test compounds. To minimize pain in rabbits, uveitis or corneal ulcers will only be induced In one eye, and 
rabbits will be monitored dally and evaluated for any evidence of undue pain. We will evaluate the rabbits for evidence of 
pain ranging from photophobia, blepharitis, blepharoedema, blepharokeratoconjunctivitis. to anorexia. In the unlikely 
event that rats or rabbits develop progressive disease, they will be euthanized.
